Rear Admiral John E, Gingrich —

I met Adwiral Gingrich today for the first time. ‘The Adsirel 
immodiately stated that he was very pleased with the work of the FRI with 
reference to the Atomic Energy Coamiasion and that he was an admirer of the 
FBI amd ite methods. He atated with our permission he intemied to rely 
heavily on the Bureau in connection with the security work of the Consissien. 
He added that he looked forward to meeting the Directar in the near future, 


Admirel Gingrich advised that he was now bupily engaged in organi sation 
work of the Security and Intelligence Division of the Atomic Energy Commission and 
that he intemed to make it more of @ policy-making agenay, leaving operations to 
others. He mentioned that he felt that other agencies were equipped and trained 
te do the work in the operating field, auch as the FRI and CIG, and that he felt 
that more operating responsibility sould be put on the Atomic Energy Commission 


area managers. 


The Admiral mentioned the investigations of military and meval persomel 


engaged in the purely military phases of the stomlo energy program and commented 
thet he thought the Commission should get a Directive from the President assi gni ng 


most of the purely military phases to the armed forces umer fection 6 of the 


Atomic Energy Act, which provides that the President may from time to time allocate 


materials, atc. to the army and Mavy for military experimentation. It was the 
Adwiral’s idea that the Army and Bsevy had the responsibility for security under 
Section 6 and that the responsibility should be clearly placed upon them, that ia, 
they should investigate their own personnel under that Section (We have not been 
advised by the Attorney General as to hia ruling with reference to the application 
of the Atomic Energy Act to the military programs,but the proposed draft has re~ 
flected that under Section 6 the Army and Navy would mike their own persomel 


investigations. ). 


The Admiral brought up the subject of the applicant ani employee in- 
vestigations by the Bureau and mentioned that he thought this was only one small 
part of the security protection needed. He indicated that he thought intensive 
informant coverage among the employees was even more important. At this time 
he remarked that one of the problems of the Commission was employees against . 
whom there is substantial derogatory information, but who already had ample 
knowledge of restricted data. He indicated that 1% was mis wiew that thease on

ployees should be retained as they possibly could do more hares if thay were dischar 


as security risks in view of the knowledge they already had which sould be cozm- 
_gaunicated to a foreign power. 


7 stn passing, the Admiral also mentioned the problem of complaints vy 
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COnkras! rs as to the time necessary for clearene by the Commission of applicants 
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in the Atomic Energy Commission setup. I told the Admiral that the Bureau had 
reesntly adopted measures to streamline procedures and save time, but that the 
sudden inorease of over 1,000 applicant cases referred to the Bureau per month 

had more than absorbed any savings we had made in time. I took oocasion at this 
time to point out to him « number of factors involved in the Commission's handling 
of applicante which had proved detrimental to expedi tious handling of the investi~ 
gations by the Bureau (these matters have been previously discussed with Commi esion 
representatives but no curative measures have been taken as yet). The following 
matters were pointed out to him: 


(1) There is a very uneven flow of applicant cases to the Bureau, 
making it almost impossible to handle the work smoothly and on any schedule. 
It was pointed out that many of the Personnel Seourity Questionnaires recat ved 
by us are already several weeks old, ani it appears that the contractors are 
saving them up until they get a large quantity before semiing them through for 
processing. Although there may be other factors 1 nvolvad and, of course, it 
probably is not possible to produce an absolutely even flow of applicant cases 
inasmuch as they must be haniled as the positions sre to be filled, I @uggea ted 
to the Admiral that anything that could be done along this line would be of con- 
siderable assistance in expediting investi gations. 


(2) It was pointed out that many of the PSQ's based upon which we 
initiate our investigations are incomplete, inadequate, or inaccurate, thereby 
causing considerable wasted effort in the investi gations, 


(3) It was pointed out thet there are numerous sudden increases in 
work in particular locations due to new projects, new construction work, eto. and 
in general advance notice is not given to us of the inorsase in work. This was 
true recently when we suddeniy began reoelying over 1,000 additional appli cant 
Cases per month, or almost a 50 per cent increase. An imuiry revealed thie was 
due to the fact that an extensive new construction project had been begun on the 
west coast. 


(4) It wae pointed out that we give all preference in our inveati gations 
to applicant cases and present employee investigations are haniled ina more routine 
manner (this is in accordance with the desires of the Commission), but a Bumber 
of installations submit numerous requests for applicant investi gations of persons 
who have been already employed on the atozio energy program for up to several yeara. 
The submitting of such requests as employees would reduce the number of applicant 
cases and enable us to give more expeditious attention, 


The Admiral made a note of these matters ream ashes ne intemied to eee 
that something was done about thems. He also stated % too MANY Cases were being 
submitted to the Bureau unier the act, that is, employees or applicants for employment 
with contractors who have access to restricted data, and that action could be taken 
to restrict the secret information so that fewer persons would have acaess to it,

It might be pointed out that Admiral Gingrich has held the position of 
Director of Security since immediately after the establishment of the Security 
Division of the Atomic Energy Commission, He has had numerous problems and his division 
has been beset by many difficulties.

—Retis Admiral ~John ae 
ward grich, 62, a 
War Il naval Hero and a ae 
time commander of United Na- 


tions naval forces during the 
Korean War, died of cancer at 


his Manhattan apartment 
Thursday night. 

He retired from the Navy as 
a full admiral in 1954 after 34 
years’ service. He was a vice 
president of International Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Corp. at 
the time of his death. 

During the Korean War 
Admiral Gingrich commanded 
the U. N. Navy forces which 
maintained a blockade of Ko- 
rea for more than two years. 
He was awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Medal for his 
exploits. 

Admiral Gingrich was com- 
mander of the cruiser Pitts- 
burgh which came to the res- 
cue of the aircraft carrier 
Frankhn off the Japanese 
coast in 1945. The carrier 
was pn fire and helpless when 
the Pittsburgh moved in. While 
pe smaller ship held off Jap- 

planes. its 
lt tened tow lines and the 
ry 


crewmen 


Pittsburgh pulled the carrier 
to safety. 

Admiral Gingrich, then a 
captain, was adarded the Silver 
Star for this action. 

Admiral Gingrich, a native 
of Dodge City, Kans., was 
graduated from the Naval 
Academy in 1919. During his 
long career he served on more 
than a dozen cruisers and bat- 
tleships, including the U&ssS 
Pennsylvania, the USS Mary- 
land and the USS Indianapolis. 


After World War I, he served 
as assistant chief of naval op- 
erations in charge of reserves, 
director of intelligence and se- 
curity for the Atomic Energy 
Commission ,and chief of staff 
and aide to'the commander of 
the Pacific Fleet. 


He was chief of Naval ma- 
terxel when he retired. 


He leaves his widow. Van- 
etta Oliphant 
daughter, Susan, 
John, jr. 


Funeral services will be held 
at 3 p.m. Tuesday at the Fort 
Myer Chapel. Burial will be 
in the Arlington National =em:
